The au thor of sev eral book s 
on the Sov iet Union, the 52-y ear- 
old p rofessor formerly was on 
the staff of the U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow. He arriv ed in the 
Sov iet Union abou t Oct. 1 on a 
month's tou rist v isa. The For­ 
eign Ministry said he was ar­ 
rested sev eral d ay s ago. 
Banghoorn went to Alma Ata, 
cap ital of the Central Asian re­ 
pu blic of Kazak hstan 
at the 
time of an ex hibition of Ameri­ 
can grap hic arts there early in 
October. 
An embassy official said he 
last saw Barghoorn Oct. 12 at 
Tbilisi (Tiflis), cap ital of the 
Georgian rep u blic.

of persons em ploy ed in the Civ ­ 
il Serv ice of the United States, 
either indiv idu ally or collectiv e­ 
ly . to petition Congress, or any 
m em be r thereof, or to fu rnish in

Congress or to any com m ittee 
or m em ber thereof, 
shall not 
be denied or interfered with ”

Dodd declared that, by

The D epartm ent ot State has 
not m ade pu blic its detailed re a ­ 
sons for the dism issal of Mr. 
Otepka. nor has it giv en a sat­ 
isfactory ex planation to the Sen­ 
ate

su bcom ­ 
mittee. Bu t w herev er the qu es­ 
tion of secu rity arises. Congress 
natu rally is on the alert. There 
hav e been too m any instances in 
which employ es in the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e branch of the gov ernm ent 
hav e been giv en secu rity c lear­ 
ance and later tu rned ou t to be 
indiscreet 
in 
passing 
ou t 
to 
friends and acqu aintances infor- 


mation 
which 
e v e n t u a l l y 
reached the Commu nist side. 


IN 
A VAST organization of 
employ es su ch as the federal 
gov ernm ent m aintains today , it’s 
natu ral

Polluted Air Carries Disease 


Every 24 hours y ou breathe in 
about 
15,000 
quarts 
of 
air, 
weighing about 
10 times as 
much as the food y ou put into 
y our stomach 
in a day . The 
quality of this 
air 
va r i e s 
greatly 
with 
geographic lo­ 
cation 
a nd 
weather 
con­ 
ditions. 
Pollution of 
this air is a 
complex prob- 
Dr. Brand St ad t 
lem that has 
been with us ever since people 
began burning fires. In the past 
20 y ears many acute reactions 
have been caused by smog. The 
intensity of smog sickness de­ 
pends on its concentration and 
duration. Perhaps the 
w o r s t 
catastrophe due to smog oc­ 
curred in London in 1952 when 
about 4,000 persons died of it in 
a five-week period. 


SUCH DISASTERS 
make 
a 
S 
rofound impression on the in- 
abitants of a city and usually 
result in some ty pe of correc­ 
tive action. But it is foolhardy 


to wait for tragedy to strike be­ 
fore apply ing preventive meas­ 
ures. 


According to Surgeon General 
Luther L. Terry of the U. S. 
Public Health Service, 
nearly 
every community of 2,500 
or 
more inhabitants has an a i r 
pollution problem. He was re­ 
ferring not to smog but to in­ 
visible pollution. The effects of 
long-term ex posure to the pois­ 
ons in the air are not easy to 
evaluate, but there is real evi­ 
dence that they constitute 
a 
real threat to health. 


What are these poisons? All 
of them have not been identi­ 
fied y et, but some of the most 
prevalent do not come from in 
dustry . The action of sunlight 
on the ex haust gases from our 
automobiles produce ozone. This 
and the carbon diox ide, which 
is also found in ex haust gas 
are dangerous poisons. 


A FARMER who lives near 
a toll road or ex pressway may 
be ex posed to more air pollu­ 
tion than a person dwelling in 
a suburb of a highly industrial 
city . 


Even in cities where the in­ 


dustrial smog problem is great­ 
est, the burning of leaves by 
home owners, outdoor trash in­ 
cinerators, and improperly fir­ 
ed home furnaces account for 
much of the pollution. These in­ 
clude ox ides of sulfur and of ni­ 
trogen. In all, about 3,000 dif­ 
ferent chemicals have 
b e e n 
found in the air in various ar­ 
eas. 
We don’t know the specific 
effects of all of these substances 
on the human body . Many 
of 
them may be harmless in the 
quantities found but there is 
plenty of evidence that many of 
them are capable of causing 
serious illness.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Ohio 
State has reached the “ win or 
get out” stage in the race for 
the Big Ten title and Rose Bowl 
bid—and Coach Woody Hayes 
hopes to get more punch in the 
Buckeye attack for the two- 
game stretch drive. 
Northwestern’s Wildcats, com­

Northwestern, its roster dotted 
with 16 Ohioans of whom nine 
are on the three-deep lineup, has 
faltered after being picked to 
fight it out for the title in pre- 
s e a s o n prognostications. But 
scout Esco Sarkkinen pointed 
out that the Wildcats have scor­ 
ed eight touchdowns in their last 
three games, seven on long- 
gainers. 
This is the season’s finale for 
Ara Parseghian’s club, and the 
Evanston team will be sky high, 
Sarkkinen predicted, in an at­ 
tempt 
to 
salvage 
something 
from 
the 
disappointing 
cam­ 
paign. 
Tom Myers, standout quarter­ 
back from Troy, Ohio, is the 
Wildcats’ No. 1 threat. He has 
completed 86 of 165 tosses for 
1,335 yards and 6 touchdowns.
